Enlarged Heart 
Take the question of enlarged 
heart- People who are told on a 
life insurance examination they 
have an enlarged heart often coma 
rushing to a doctor to have some- 
uung uon« about it. The fact is the 
enlarged heart is the safeguard of 
their health. The heart is merely 
a n icham cal pump, but nature has 
provided it with an extremely com­ 
plex sort of muscle which responds 
;n the most delicate way to the de­ 
mands made on it. When the me­ 
chanics of the pumping part of the 
h ea rt—tile valves—become dam­ 
aged it means more work has to 
be done by the heart muscle. It re­ 
sponds to these demands by m irac­ 
ulously getting larger. 
"Comptmotion ’ is a wmrd often 
on the hdart specialist’s lips. It 
means th at the heart has met its 
difficulties and compensated for 
them, so that the circulation of the 
blood is carried on even in spite of 
those mechanical difficulties. A 
compensated heart is in no danger, 
and ev n an uncompensated heart 
can be patched up for years.
